gain nothing by being enclosed in a fruit made 
attractive for birds and inimals to eat, az is the 
case in more fleshy and hrightly coloured fruits.

PANAY WOMEN IN HONGKONG.

_ ASSISTANCE BY LOCAL POLICE "AUTHORITIES, 
Spectators watching the football at Happy 
Valley on Saturday aflernoon evinced some 
curiosi‘y at the unusual appearance of & group 
of eleven rather handscme Panay womon, 
garbod in flimsy gauze dresses peculiar te 
the Philippine Islands. ‘These women werd 
amongst those intended to represent the United 
States’ new Far Eastorn possession at the 
8. Louis World's Fair, 'Thoy have disembarked 
at Hongkong, however, ant do noi intend to 
proceed farther, complaining of ill-treatment at 
tho hands of the contractor, au American, who 
was s:¢ing to their transportation and upkeep. 
Tho story is an interesting onc; it is as 
follows :— : 
Nienty-throe natives (men and women) of 
Pavay Island, Leilo Province, embarked onthe 
U.S. transport Mindoro recently, having been 
collected together by Mr. Healy; a contractor 
assisted by a Mr. Culson. It was intended that 
the Women were to make o display of native 
weaving, also taking stalls for the sale of 
Philippine produce. Included in the meu was 
a full orchestra well practiced in native music 
On the Mindoro, it appears, thoy were herded 
together on deck like so mauy cattle, On com- 
plaining bitterly to Mr. Healy promises of 
better times after the arrival at Manila wore 
made. At Manila they wore sent on board the’ 
5.6. Shawmut, and berthed in tho stoerage in 
company with some 200 othor natives, mostly 
semi-savages from the bills, Igorrotes and 
Negritos. - The latter were not considered plea- 
sant fellow-passengers, but no redress was forth- 
coming, though the unfortunate womoe:, Feoping 
bitterly, protested strongly ‘against the treat- 
ment, Some of thom, indeed, made their way to 
the shore, remaining there.  Evoitually 
a complaint. was lodged with the Manila 
authorities. Mr. Worcester, Civil Commis- 
‘sioner, was despatched to the Shawmat, with the | 
result that the women wore borthed in second. | 
cabins instead of the more public stecrage 
accommodation, where naught but a canvas 
screen divided their sléeping apartment from 
that of the mon. All went woll till arriving at 
Mariveles, when’ they were orderad back to the 
ateorage, greatly to their disgust and. consterns- 
tion. On reaching Hongkong last Monday 
one of the men, a natire of Iloilo, went. ashore 
to visit a relative residing here, Next day two 
mon, and three’ wowen did likewise. Mr 
Healy sont, thom a meswge erdering an 
immediate return. They~ arrived back on 
Wednesday, accom panied by some of their Hong- 
kong frionds, and informed Mr, Healy that the 
women did not intend to come back. unless 
heir cabin-berths were restored to them. 
Moreover, if Mr. Hoaly did not see to this 
matter other women would also‘ieave the vessel. 
Mr. Healy, after some cousiderable delay, re- 
pliad that he could -not allow any more of them 
to go ashore, Mr. d’Almada e Castro, solicitor, | 
was then consulted ; he advised thom to.seck pro- 
tection from the Polics authorities. After an 
jnterviow with Mr. Wodehouse, an Inspector of 
Polics was sont on board the Shawmut, Mr. 
Healy told him that the Filipinos wore 
andor agreement. The Inspector replied that 
the police had nothing to do with that, Ifany 
passengers desired to leave the steamer they 
vere at liberty to do so. Tn all elaven wonten, 
and three men availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity, Mr. Healy accompanied thom to 


that if these Filipinos persisted in refusing to 
re-embark they would have to refund ‘the 
passage money he had paid for their transporta- 
tion to America, In reply it wes argued that 
he had not treated them properly, and, on these 
grounds, they would not further entrust them- 
selves to his care. In the face of this conten- 
tion, however, it appears that they signed a 
document under protest at the Cousulate, to the 
effect that they would refund the pasege 
money. On Friday’ Mr. Healy said that 
before their tranks be permitted to leave the 
steamer he should like to examine the contents 
for stoloa property, The fourtvon Filipinos re- 
funded their ealary up to date. The women, 
by the way, were receiving wages at the rate of 
15 Conant pesos a month, the men higher 
rates, The refugeus ore still at Hongkong; 
they hope, however, to be able to return home 
atan early date. It is to be siucorely hoped 
thet o thorongh invrstigaton will be instituted. 
It appears that the wording of the agreement, 
which is drawn out iu English, makes no 
reference to ill-treatment, 
considering that it was an agreement betwee 
an educated man on the one part and more oF 
Jess aneducated Filipino weavers, who could 2: 
understand a word of English, on the other rs

CHARGE OF INFANTICIDE. 

Pang Lung and his wife Cheung Kam Fung 
were brought up ona cherye of having on 14th 
January at Fanling, iv the Shenngshui dist riet 
of the New Territory, killed their female infant 
child, uged eight days. 

Vhey pleaded not guilty, 


‘Lhe following jury wascmpannelled :-—-MLcsars, 


T, Hunter, J. I. Andrew, H. A. Siebs, 0. ¥. 
Grey, T. Amott, S, Swart, and N. K. Davidson. 

‘Tho Attorney-General iv bis oponing statu- 
ment enid the charge against ihe prisoners was 
that thoy so neglected their infant child that it 
died ; of having treated it so negligently and 
im properly contrary to the duty imprsed npen 
them by nature as porcnts that’ it died. It 
appoared that the woman gase Dirth to a female 
child in Fanling village at hor husband's house 
about the 6th of January. Fanling was just 
within the borders of the New Territory. Ou 
14th January an Indian constable whil« ou lis 
paircl met tho malo prisonor about helf-n-mito 
from his house carrying 2 burdle of matting. 
‘Tho constable stopped the man and vn exumin- 
ing his bundle found the little child wrapped 
Tho child had no clothing on it. ‘Che 
body was extremely etoaciated, covered with 
sores, very dirty, blewuing at the right eye, aud 
bruised in several pluces. ‘Tho chill was taken 
to shoungshui Police Station, where it digt 
shortly afterwards. Qua post-viortem examina- 
tion it appeared that the child's stomach was 
absolutely empty, Dr. unter would tell ther 
that in bis opinion the child's death was due to 
neglect; When the coustable met thy male 
prisoner the latter was go ug iv the direction of 


in it, 


a stream, the Crown suggested that he was 
taking tho bundle to the stream to put itin. 
t.isexplanution waa that his nephew was about 
te be marrivd, and that as the presence of a 
dying child on such an occasion'war contrary to 
Chinese custom they had therefory to dispose of 
it.

Dr. Lau L ai, re-callod, stated that the child 
was a fully-born child. ! 

His Lordshipin charging the jury said that 
there was nothing different between tho law of 
Chinaund the law of England with regard to 
jnfanticide. Thore was no evidence on that 
point, however, ‘and therefore he would ask them 
to dismiss that from their minds; but at the 
sume time the prisoners wero rather suggesting 
that according to the Chinese law it was all 
right. It was nothing of the kind, There 
had }een repeated proclamations issued by 
the Chincsy Government sgninst the custom 
of. infanticide; he had read translations 
of these himself. There certainly was a 
prevalent enstom on the part. of parents 
that if they got a saperfluons baby, espucially 
if it was o femals, they thought as little of it as 
of u puppy-and allowed it to die. : 

The jury withont retiring returned an 
paunimeus verdict of guilty, but recommended 
the prisoners to mercy. 

Hu Lordship in passing sentence said the 
prisouers had behaved very badly. yen the 
unimels took care of their little off spriog. 
Shey were human beings; that little child never 
asked to be brought into the world. The 
prisoners brought it into the world and it‘was 
their bounden daty to (akscare of it and tend it, 
The law of China as well ag the law of England 
threw that duty on the parents, He knew that 
in somo parts of Chiua thexe had been custome 
of geiting rid of superfluous female babies by 
drowning them. For many centuries past the 
Eniperors from time to timo had issued pro- 
olamations forbidding guch a custom under 
gevere ponulties, Therefore even according 
‘to the Chineso lsws the prisoners . had 


Lordship bore in mind that they were 
very ignorant people, but he. mast make 
some sort of example of them so as te warn peo- 


-| ple round their neighbourhood that they must 


not do the same thing. Taking into considera- 
tion the jury’s recommendation to mercy he 
would pass sentences on each of the prisunera of 
six months’ imprisonment with bard labour. 
“The Court adjonrned till to-day at 10am,

There also y-mains to the bank a legal 
margin of 35 millions of note-issning powor, 
which will probably be expanded to at least 50 
millions whea the invariable yoar’s.ond drain is 
succeeded by the spriny deposits.

in London, Next fiseal year's Budpot shows 


revenue of 2254 million yeu against an expen- 
diture of 183} miltions, a surplus of over 41 
millions bving thus available, Tho Trousury 
has also in hand the threo capital funds—tho 
Naval Maintenance Fund (30 willions), the 


Education Fund (10 raillions), and the Famine |‘ 


Relief’ Fund (10 millions)--one-half of this

“THE EMPIRE OF THE SAHARA. ” 


The development of M. Jacqaes Lebaudy’ 
Empire of the Sahara is about to take a turn 
which will be of some interest to Canada and the 
United States, M. Lobaudy hus decided to 
draw the officers and non-commissioned officers 
for two battalions of his Imperial Life Guards 
frow Great Britain aud the United States, and 
in pursuance of this idea he will submit to Pro. 
sident Roosevelt an invitation to namo any offi, 
cers of his former Rough-Riders whom he con 
personally recommend for commission. The 
British officers will be drawn from the 17th 
Laucers and the Royal Horse Artillery. The 
battalion will bo tho Emperor's Guard. 

Colonel George Gourand, who as Governor- 
General. of Sahara, is organising a mililary 
establishment for M. Lebaudy, said ou tho 18th 


alt.:— 
“It is proposed, besides tho formation of 


the battalions..of Life-Guards, to organise 
a Snhara. Constabulary which will police 
the country somewhat slong the lines of 
the Canadian North-West Mounted olice, 
The Constabulary will be composed wholly 
of American negroes, but whether under 
white or coloured officers has not yet been 
decidvd. Tho management of the entire force 
will be in the hands of a retired British Army 
cofcer, who has already been selected —a man 
with an insarpndsed war record. Extensive 
farm lands will be allott: don which ex-officors 
and the men of the Constabalary can obtain 
homestead rights, if ‘they chooss, at tho end of 
tho period of enlistment. We purpose also to 
encourage the emigration of.tho Amorican ne- 
groes to the new empire, selecting only ap- 
proved sottlers who will be chosen by thoroughly 
reliable agents, scattered throughout the 
United States. Porsonally E believe. this 
scbome will gain the supp rt of the American 
negroes to an extent which no other emigration 
plan has ever yot attained, because it will not 
jnvolve the taking of them to a purely nogro 
colony, but will settlo them in a new and pro- 
sperous Jand, with a mixed white and . black 
population.” :
